Coals and Culm, which ſhould be imported and brought into the Port of the . 
City of London, or the River of Thames, within the Liberty of the ſaid City, 
from the fourteenth Day of May, One I houſand Seven Hundred and Sixteen, 
to the twenty ninth Day of September, One Thouſand Seven Hundred and 
Twenty-four ; and the Monies which ſhquld be raiſed by ſuch Duties were, by 
the ſaid Act, appropriated, and directed to be iſſued, applied, and diſpoſed 
for the building the ſaid Fifty. New Churches with Towers or Steeples to each 
of them ; and * purchaſing of Scites of Churches and Church- yards, and Bu- 
uren in or near the ſaid Cities, or the Suburbs thereof; and for pur - 
chaſing Houſes for the Habitation of the Miniſters of the ſaid Churches: And 
her ſaid Majeſty was, by the ſaid Act, impowered to conſtitute and appoint, 
2 Patent, Commiſſioners for executing the Powers of the ſaid Act for 
Purpoſes aforeſaid. 3 | e 1 | 


And whereas by another Act made and paſſed in the tenth Year of her 
ſaid Majeſty's Reign, Entituled, An Act for enlarging the Time given to the 
Commi Ss, appointed by ber Majeſty, pur ſnant to an Act for granting to ber 
Majeſty ſeveral Duties on Coals, for building Fifty New Churches in and about 
the Cities of London and Weſtminſter, and Suburbs thereof, and other Purpoſes 
therein mentioned ; and alſo for giving the ſaid Commiſſioners farther Powers 
for the better effefting the ſame, and for. F Momes for Re-building the 
Pariſh Church of St. Mary Woolnoth in the City of London, it was enacted, 
That there ſhould be a Rector of every New Church and Pariſh, to be made 
or conſtituted purſuant to the faid Act, and a perpetual Succeſſion of Rectors 
there to have the Cure of the Souls of the Inhabitants of ſuch new Pa- 
riſh : And, That in every ſuch new Church and Pariſh (except Chapels made 
Parochial Churches) the firſt Rector ſhould be nominated: and appointed by 
her ſaid late Majeſty : And the ſaid Commiſſioners ＋ bY the ſaid Act, im- 
powered to treat and agree with the Patrons of the then preſent Church in 
every Pariſh, from which any Part ſhould be divided, for the more effeQual 
dividing and ſeparating the then preſent Pariſh, and the Tythes, Oblations, 
Dues and Revenues belonging to the _ preſent Church, and the —_— 
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and Dependencies thereof; and for apportioning the ſame, ſuch Diviſion and 
Separation to take Place and Effect from, and after the firſt Avoidance of ſuch 
then preſent Church; and for aſcertaining and ſettling, for ever, the Right of 
Patronage of every new Church. And it was by the {aid Act farther enacted

And whereas, By another Act made and paſſed in the twelfth Year of 
her ſaid late Majeſty's Reign, Entituled, Au Act to veſt in the Commiſſioners 
for building Fifty New Churches in and about London and Weſtminſter, and 
Suburbs zhereof, as much of the Street near the May-Pole in the Strand, in the 
County of Middleſex, as ſhall be ſufficient to build one of #he ſaid Churches up- 
on, and for reftoring to the Principal and Scholars of King's Hal and College, 
of Brazen-Noſe, in the Univerſity of Oxford, their Right of Preſentation to 
Churches and Chapels in Stepney Pariſh, It was enacted, That a certain Portion 
of a waſte Piece of Ground, in the broad Part of the Strand, in the County 
of Middleſex, where the late Watch-houſe and May-Pole ſtood; ſhould be, and 
was thereby veſted in the faid Commiſſioners, their Heirs and Aſſigns for ever, 
and appropriated for building one of the ſaid Fifty New Churches upon : And 
it was by the ſaid Act declared, that ſuch Church, then to be erected as afore- 
ſaid, ſhould, from, and after the finiſhing thereof, be deemed, and taken to be 
one of the ſaid Fifty New Churches. | 1 — 


And whereas, By another Act made in the firſt Lear of his preſent Maje- 
ſty's Reign, Entituled, An Act for making Proviſion for the Miniſters of the 

Ny New Churches, which are to be built in and about the Cities of London 
and Weſtminſter, aud Suburbs thereof, and for the re- building and finiſhing the 
Pariſh Church of St. Mary Woolnoth, in the City of London, there was grant- 
ed to his Majeſty (over and above all Impoſitions and Duties) a Duty of 
three Shillings per Chaldron for all Sorts of Coals and Cylm, which, from and 
after the twenty ſeventh Day of September, One Thouſand Seven Hundred and 
T Four, and before the twenty eighth Pay of September, One Thouſand 
Seven Hundred and Twenty Five, ſhould be imported or brought into the Port of 
the City of London, or the River of Thames, within the Liberty of the ſaid City 
CO as therein is excepted) and the Monies ariſing thereby, were, by the 

id Act appropriated for, and towards the providing due Maintenance for the 
Miniſters to attend the Service of God in the New Churches, to be erected 
purſuant to the ſaid former Acts, and were appointed to be for that © 
iſſued, applied, and diſpoſed in ſuch Manner as ſhould thereafter be directed by 
Parliament: And by the ſame Act it was farther enacted, that it ſhould, and 
might be lawful for his Majeſty, his Heirs and Succeſſors, by Letters Patent, 
under the Great Seal of Creat Britain, from Time to Time, to nominate, con- 
ſtitute, and appoint fuch Perſons as his Majeſty, his Heirs and Succeſſors, ſhould 
think fit to be Commiſſioners, who, or any five, or more of them, ſhould have 
Power to execute all, and every the Powers, Matters, and Things, in and by 
the {aid feveral Acts appointed to be done and performodd. 


And whereas, In Purſuance of the ſaid laſt recited Act his Majeſty did, 
by his Letters Patent, under the Great Seal of Great Britain, bearing Date the 
ſecond Day of December, in the ſecond Year of his Reign, conſtitute and a 
point the ſeveral Perſons therein named, to be Commiſitoners for the Parpolis 

in the ſaid ſeveral Acts of Parliament mentioned. 8 
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And whereas by another Act made in the fifth Year of his Majeſty's Reign; 
Entituled, An Act for Continuing certain Duties on Coals, and Culm, and for 
Eſtabliſping certain Funds, to raiſe Monies, as well to proceed in the Build- 
ing of New Churches, as alſo to compleat the Supply granted to his Majeſty, aud 
10 reſerve the Over-plus Monies of the ſaid Duties for the Diſpoſition of Parlia- 
ment, and for more eſfectual Suppreſſing private Lotteries : Reciting the ſeveral 
before recited Acts of Parliament, and further reciting that out of the ſaid 
Duties on Coals and Culm, or out of Monies lent upon Credit of the ſame 
ſeveral conſiderable Sums, amounting in the Whole to 161,1757. 16 5. 7 d. had 
been raiſed and iſſued for the Buildings, Repairs, and other Purpoſes preſcribed 
in, or by the ſaid recited Acts; and the Buildings of ſome of the New Churches, 
and the Repairs thereby appointed, had been begun, and ſome Scites, Burying- 
Places, and Miniſters-Toules, had been purchaſed, and contracted for, and 
other Charges born, and Payments made; and that the Charge of the ſaid 
Buildings and Repairs had been ſo exceſſive, that over and above the Monies 
then iſſued, a great Debt was owing to Workmen and others for the ſame; 
and that it evidently appeared, that in Caſe the Expence of the ſaid Buildings 
and Repairs ſnould proceed, and be carried on, at, or near the ſame exceſſive 
Rates, the whole Produce of the. ſaid Duties, during the ſaid Time or Times 
to come, therein, by the ſaid former Acts (though ſuch Produce far exceeded 
the original Eſtimates made for building the Lid new Churches and Repairs) 
would be very deficient for thoſe Purpoſes, and might probably, at the End 
of the ſaid Terms, leaves a great Debt for Work and Materials unprovided; 
and that it was computed or eſtimated, that the ſaid Duties laid by the ſaid 
former Acts on Coals and Culms, to be imported as aforeſaid, between Lady- 
day, One Thouſand Seven Hundred and Nineteen, and the ſaid Twenty Eighth 
of September One Thouſand Seven Hundred and Twenty Five, might amount 
in the Whole to the Sum of 360,000 J. and that if the Terms in the ſaid Duties 
were enlarged ſo, as to make up thirty two Years from Lady-day, One Thouſand 
Seven Hundred and Nineteen, the ſaid Sum of 360,0007. might be raiſed for the 
Purpoſes aforementioned, as in the ſaid Act was afterwards provided, upon a 

particular yearly Fund or Security in that Behalf. It was Enacted, That for 
all Sorts of Coals and Culm, which from, and after the 'Twenty Seventh Day of 
September, One Thouſand Seven Hundred and Twenty Five, and before the 
Feaſt of the Anuunciation of the Bleſſed Virgin Mary, which ſhall be in the Year 
of our Lord, One Thouſand Seven Hundred and Fifty One, ſhould be imported 
and brought into the Port of the City of London, or the River of Thames, with- 
in the Liberty of the ſaid City, there ſhould be paid to his Majeſty, His Heirs, 
and Succeſſors, by Way of Impoſition thereupon, over and abòve all other Im- 
poſitions and Duties, for all fuch Sorts of Coals and Culm as are ufually ſold 
the Chaldron, for every Chaldron thereof, rhe Sum of Three Shillings, and 
for ſuch Sort of Coals as are fold by the Ton, for every Ton thereof, the Sum 
of Three Shillings (except as therein is excepted) for raiſing the Sum of Three 
Hundred and Sixty Thoufand Pounds, by the faid Act appropriated (ſo far as 
the ſame will extend) for, and towards the Building and Finiſhing of Charches, 
purchaſing Scites, Church-yards, Burying-Places, and Houſes for Miniſters, 
repairing the Collegiate Church of St. Peter's Weſtminſter, finiſhing Greenwich 
Hoſpital, and the Chapel thereunto belonging, and making Proviſion for Mini- 
ſters, according to the true Intention of the ſaid former Acts; andit was thereby 
further Enacted, That yearly, and every Tear, from, and after the Feaſt of the 
Annunciation of the Bleſſed Virgin Mary, One Thouſand Seven Hundred and 
Nineteen, for, and during the Term of thirty two Years, from thence next en- 
ſuing, the full Sum of Twenty One Thoufand Pounds, by, or out of the 
Monies, of, or for the ſeveral Duties on Coals and Culm by the ſaid Act ap- 
propriated as aforeſaid, ſhould be a particular Fund and Security, for anſwering 
and paying as well the Principal as the Intereſt of the ſaid Sum of Three

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Hundred and Sixty 'Thouſand Pounds, for the faid Purpoſes, in ſuch Courſe, 
Manner, and Form as in the ſaid Act is preſcribed. 


And by the ſame At it was Cnacted, That it ſhould and might be lawful, 
to, and for the Commiſſioners of the "Treaſury, or w Three, or more of them, 
to direct Loans to be made on the Credit of the ſaid Fund of Twenty One 
Thouſand Pounds per Annum, for any Sum or Sums of Money, not exceeding, 
in the Whole, the Sum of Three Hundred and Sixty 'Thouſand Pounds, in ſuck 
Manner as is therein particularly preſcribed or ſet forth, and alſo to iſſue and 
pay out of the Monies, to ariſe by Way of Loan on Credit of the ſaid parti- 
cular Fund, except ſo much of the ſame particular Fund as was to be applied 
to the Payment of the Principal, and Satisfaction of the Intereſt of the Loans 
to be made on the ſame as aforeſaid) ſuch Sum and Sums of Money as ſhould 
be thought meet and neceſſary by the ſaid Commiſſioners appointed or to be 
appointed, to take care of the ſaid Buildings, as aforeſaid, or any Five or 
more of them, for the Buildings, Repairs, and other Services beforementioned; 
in which laſt mentioned Act, is contained a Proviſo, that the Principal of ſuch 
Loans, together with the Monies (if any ſuch ſhould be) which ſhould be ſup- 
plied out of the {aid particular Fund itſelf, for the Purpoſes aforeſaid, ſhould 
not, in the Whole, exceed the ſaid Sum of Three Hundred and Sixty 'Thou- 


ſand Pounds. | 


And whereas purſuant to the ſaid Act of the Twelfth Year of her ſaid late 
Majeſty's Reign, there hath been built one Church in the Strand, in the ſaid 
County of Middle ſex, called the Church of St. Mary le Strand, which was con- 
ſecrated the Firſt of Day of January, Anno Domini One Thouſand Seven Hun- 
dred and Twenty Three, and Jobn Heylyn Maſter of Arts hath, by his Ma- 
jeſty, been nominated and appointed Rector thereof: And in Purſuance of the 
ſaid Act of the Tenth Year of her ſaid late Majeſty, a Diſtrict or Diviſion of a 
new Pariſh hath been appointed by the ſaid Commiſſioners for the ſaid new 
Church in the Strand. 


And whereas Divine Service hath been duly performed in the ſaid Church, 
from the Time of the Conſecration thereof beforementioned, and there hath 
not been, nor is any Proviſion, or. Maintenance, or Houſe, ſettled or appointed 
for the Miniſter of the ſaid new Church, and the ſaid Pariſh is of ſmall Extent, 
incapable of Improvement and inhabited chiefly by Tradeſmen. |
